This  month  1  want  to  write  about  two 
unrelated  things,  both  of  which  are 
essential  to  the  lifeblood  of  our 
organization.  The  first  is  new  members 
and  the  second  is  integrity  among 
members . 

As  you  know,  we  are  continually  striving 
to  bring  new  members  into  NSCA.  Currently,  we  have  two  incentives  working  in  this  regard. 

The  first  is  the  annual  award  to  the  member  who  brings  the  most  new  members  each  year. 
Although  the  convention  is  still  a  month  away,  for  the  first  time  we  already  have  an 
apparent  winner.

SCHAEPER  and  WILL1GES  each  have  two.  Twenty  six  other  members  have  found  one  new  mem¬ 
ber.  They  are  D.  BELL,  BLAKEMAN ,  BONDHUS,  BUMGARDNER,  CASH  ION,  CHEUVRONT,  C1EPLY, 

COLBERT,  P.  CUNNINGHAM,  DALTON,  GATES,  C.  W.  HALL,  HAMPTON,  JENSEN,  MANN,  R.  MC  WHORTER, 
N1CH0LLS,  OWNES,  S.  RATLIFF,  SEARS,  J.  TAYLOR,  R.  TIPPY,  TREECE,  VANDALL,  WAGAMAN  and 
WOODBURY . 

Altogether,  44  people,  including  CALDWELL,  CINDY  GRELLMAN  and  myself  have  brought  132 
new  members  to  NSCA.  This  compares  with  121  last  year  and  91  the  previous  year.  Thanks 
to  all  of  you  !!  Without  your  efforts,  we  would  not  have  the  vibrant  and  energetic 
organization  which  we  presently  enjoy. 

A  special  thanks  to  CINDY.  As  our  Public  Relationist,  she  prepared  an  extremely  infor¬ 
mative  article  and  succeeded  in  getting  it  published  in  NUMISMATIC  NEWS.  We  are  not 
able  to  count  the  members  this  brought,  but  we  do  know  that  Walter  had  inquiries  from 
an  unusually  large  number  of  people  shortly  after  the  article  appeared  and  that  several 
of  them  did  join.  Thanks  CINDY  ! ! 

Our  other  incentive  stems  from  action  by  the  Executive  Committee  to  give  a  FREE  copy  of 
the  Edkins'  Catalog  to  each  member  who  brings  in  five  new  members.  Last  May  this  bonus 
was  renewed  for  the  current  year  with  a  carry-over  provision  for  members  signed  during 
the  previous  year.  At  this  tine,  it  is  not  known  if  it  will  be  continued  for  another 
year.  If  it  is,  however,  it  appears  certain  that  any  carry-over  will  be  limited  to 
members  signed  during  1980-81.  This  could  result  in  some  members  losing  carry-over 
credit  which  they  now  have  towards  a  FREE  Edkins'  catalog.

THE  PRESIDENT'S  CORNER  :  (Continued) 


The  other  subject  1  want  to  touch  is  the  matter  of  integrity.  By  integrity,  I  mean 
the  integrity  specified  and  otherwise  implied  in  the  CODE  OF  ETHICS  which  was  published 
in  VOL.  7  -  NO.  72,  JULY  1980  of  SCRIP  TALK  and  subsequently  made  a  part  of  the  BY-LAWS 
at  the  October  1980  meeting. 

Item  7  of  the  Code  of  Ethics  states  that  is  is  the  member's  responsibility  to  bring 
examples  of  irresponsible  or  unethical  tactics  to  the  attention  of  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee.  This  has  been  done  verbally  by  several  members.  We,  however,  have  not  been 
able  to  take  any  action  because  the  By-Laws  require  that  charges  be  preferred  in  writing 
and  that  a  hearing  be  conducted.  As  of  this  time,  we  do  not  have  any  written  charges. 

One  of  the  allegations  relates  to  Item  8  of  the  Code  of  Ethics  which  states  that  it  is 
the  members  responsibility  to  conduct  transactions  fairly,  with  integrity  that  is 
responsive  to  legal  requirements  and  to  the  highest  ethical  standards.  This  comes  from 
the  practice  by  a  small  number  of  members  who  apparently  knowingly,  misrepresent  the 
rarity  value  of  both  known  and  newly  found  scrip.  It  is  human  nature  for  each  person 
to  try  to  get  the  most  dollars  for  any  piece  sold  or  traded.  Each  of  you,  however,  is 
urged  to  make  the  true  facts  available  to  your  buyer.  If  you  want  to  charge  $50.00  for 
a  R5  piece,  and  the  buyer  is  willing  to  pay  knowing  that  the  piece  is  R5,  then  you  have 
complied  with  the  ethical  standards.  On  the  other  hand,  it  does  not  appear  to  be 
ethical  to  state  or  imply  that  a  piece  is  R10  or  R9,  etc.,  when  the  seller  knows  that 
more  pieces  exist  than  the  number  shown  on  page  XXII  of  the  Edkins'  Catalog  for  a 
specific  rarity  value  of  a  known  or  newly  found  piece. 

The  other  allegation  relates  to  Item  10  of  the  Code  which  states  that  it  is  the  members 
responsibility  to  maintain  a  high  level  of  personal  conduct  in  accordance  with  accepted 
standards  of  morality,  honesty  and  courtesy  while  conducting  or  participating  in  any 
scrip  collecting  activities  not  specifically  cited  elsewhere  in  the  Code. 

Several  members  have  stated  that  pieces  of  scrip  have  disappeared  from  their  collections 
and/or  sales  books  on  certain  occasions.  The  implication  is  that  a  member  or  a  non¬ 
member  visitor  has  stolen  the  scrip.  These  are  very  serious  allegations,  and,  if  true, 
are  quite  detrimental  to  the  life  blood  of  NSCA. 

I  sincerely  hope  that  the  Executive  Committee  will  never  be  called  upon  to  conduct  a 
hearing  in  this  regard.  If  such  does  occur,  you  can  be  assured  that  it  will  be  con¬ 
ducted  in  the  fairest  and  most  impartial  manner  possible  at  that  time. 

In  summary,  since  the  Code  of  Ethics  incorporates  the  basic  principles  of  acceptable 
conduct  expected  of  members  in  the  buying,  selling  and  trading  of  scrip,  you  are  urged 
to  reread  the  Code  which  appeared  in  VOL.  7,  NO.  72,  JULY  1980  issue  of  SCRIP  TALK.

BERING,  TEXAS  (N.  Polk  County)  Mi  13  was  establish^ 
on  the  Texas  and  New  Orleans  Railroad  in  1882  by 
Bering  Lumber  Co.  It  was  said  to  be  the  first 
large  mill  in  Polk  County  equipped  with  a  planer 
mill  and  a  large  commissary.  Company  stopped 
operations  in  1920  but  the  commissary  and  drug 
continued  to  serve  the  camunity  until  1922.  The 
plant  was  razed  in  1936.  For  a  brief  period  in  the  early  1920' s,  Texas  Long  Leaf 
Lumber  Co.  conducted  logging  carp  operations  out  of  Bering  for  its  New  Willard  mill. 
(Tran tew  and  Texas  Trade  Tokens  list  a  5b  and  50b  token  dated  1904  and  a  25b  and  $1.00 
token  dated  1905;  all  with  tie  inscription  "W.  G.  Bering's  Store*'.) 

BENFQRD,  TEXAS  (E.  Polk  County)  Town  which  was  established  in  1889  was  known  as  "Silver 
Hill"  because  the  mill  owners  paid  their  employees  in  silver  coins.  The  name  "Benford’ 
however,  was  derived  from  the  first  and  last  syllables  of  the  last  names  of  the  mill 
owners,  Bennett  and  Stanford.  The  mill  subsequently  was  operated  by  Burkett  and  Barnes 
Lumber  Co.  and  later  by  the  Mardez  Lumber  Co. ,  and  by  Lynch  Davidson  and  Co.  Both 
hardwood  and  pine  lumber  were  cut  at  this  site.  (Trantow  and  Texas  Trade  Tokens  list 
a  5b  and  50b  token  for  Benford  Lumber  Manufacturing  Co. ,  and  a  5b  cardboard  token  for 
Mardez  Limber  Co.  A  ccrplete  set  5b  to  $1.00  also  is  listed  for  W.  G.  Raqley  Lumber 
Co.,  Benford,  Texas.  No  tokens  are  known  for  Lynch  Davidson  and  Co.) 

CAMDE3SL  TEXAS  (E.  Polk  County)  Town  was  established  in  1898  by  W.  T.  Carter  and  Bros. 
Lumber  Co.  The  first  mill  burned  in  1909  and  was  replaced  with  a  concrete  and  steel 
building.  Later  a  hardwood  mill  was  constructed  in  1922.  The  daily  capacity  for  the 
pine  mill  was  150,000  board  feet  and  40,000  board  feet  for  the  hardwood  mill.  The 
company  maintained  a  general  store,  drug  store,  hospital,  scliool,  church  and  retired 
employees  home.  They  also  owned  and  operated  the  Moscow,  Camden,  and  San  Augustine 
Railroad  in  order  to  transport  their  lumber  approximately  five  miles  to  the  mainline 
of  the  T  &  NO  Railroad.  Approximately  500  people  were  employed  in  1945. 

Carter  sold  the  facilities  to  US  Plywood-Champion  Paper  Company  in  1968  and  operations 
continued  until  1980  when  the  sawmills  were  closed  down.  Champion  constructed  a  ply¬ 
wood  mill  in  1979  which  it  continues  to  operate  with  a  work  force  of  455. 

(Trantow  and  ITT  list  a  complete  set  of  tokens  from  lb  to  $1.00  with  two  different 
5b  and  25b  tokens.  An  unlised  additional  10b  token  also  is  knewn.) 

CAMP  RUBY,  TEXAS  (SE  Polk  County)  W.  T.  Carter  and  Bros,  established  a  logging  camp 
for  their  Camden  mill  at  this  location.  The  town  was  named  for  Ruby  Cat  on,  daughter 
of  A.  B.  Catcn,  the  Woods  Foreran.  In  1945,  the  population  was  25  with  two  stores  and 

a  post  office.  The  town  still  exists,  although  it  no  longer  is  a  logging  camp. 

(Tokens  are  not  knewn  for  Camp  Ruby  as  such,  however ,  theCarter  Bros,  tokens  from 
Camden  were  used  by  the  employees . ) 

CARMDNA,  TEXAS  (NW  Polk  County)  This  town  was  named  for  Juan  Carmona  who  acquired  the 
land  from  the  Mexican  govemneit  in  1833  but  never  settled  on  it.  In  the  early  3900's 
Wm.  Cameron  and  Company  erected  a  sawmill.  In  1914,  Saner  Ragley  Lumber  Co.  installed 
their  sawmill.  It  was  enlarged  in  1934  and  by  1945  had  a  monthly  capacity  of  one 
million  board  feet.  The  population  of  Carmona  was  500  in  1940.  (Tran tew  lists  a  25b 
token  for  Cameron  Lumber  Mills  Co.  and  TIT  lists  a  5b  token.  Both  shew  a  10b  token  foi 

W.  G.  Ragley  &  Son,  and  ITT  also  shews  a  $3.00  token.  W.  G.  Ragley  was  the  predeoessoi 

company  for  Saner  Ragley.  Tokens  listed  for  Saner  Ragley  Lbr.  Co.  inc3ude  5b, 10b, 50b 
and  $1.00. 

QNAiyVSKA,  TEXAS  (W  Polk  County)  Thus  tewn  was  establ  ished  by  Vrtn-  Carlisle  in  1902  as 
the  site  for  Ills  Texas  sawmill.  He  named  tht  town  for  a  town  of  the  same  name  which  hi 
had  established  in  Arkansas  where  he  also  operated  a  mill.  A  few  years  later,  t he

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Ttexas  null  was  sold  to  West  Lumber  Company.  The  mill  had  a  daily  capacity  of  50,000 
board  feet  with  15  miles  of  logging  tram.  (No  tokens  are  knewn  for  the  Carlisle 
operation.  The  TIT  and  Trantow  both  list  a  :3b  and  25b  token  for  West  Dartoer  Company.) 

LAURETTA,  TEXAS  (NE  Polk  County)  Hilgard  Lumoer  Conpany  operated  a  sawmill  at  this 
location  an  the  T  &  NO  Railroad  from  1903  until  1908.  Town  believed  to  have  been  named 
for  nearby  Laurel l a  Creek.  The  Laurelia  railroad  station  contuned  as  the  shipping  point 
for  pine  poles  until  July  of  1927.  The  railroad  spur  was  closed  in  1928.  Today,  a 
housing  development,  Laurelia  Estates,  is  located  on  Laurelia  Hill  near  the  old  mill 
site,  a  short  distance  south  of  the  town  of  Corrigan .  (No  tokens  are  known  frcm  this 
town. )

THE  ORIGIN  OF  POCAHONTAS,  VIRGINIA 

In  the  fall  of  1881,  William  Arthur  Lathrop,  age  27,  was  sent  to  Tazewell  County, 
Virginia  b,y  the  New  River  Railroad  Company  (predecessor  of  the  Norfolk  &  Western)  to 
build  the  town  of  Pocahontas  and  to  open  the  first  coal  mine  in  this  new  coal  field. 

On  September  27,  1881,  a  letter  to  his  father  shows  that  he  was  living  in  Abbs  Valley, 
Virginia.  A  letter  from  his  wife,  Harriet,  to  her  mother  on  January  3,  1882  also  is 
postmarked  Abbs  Valley.  On  December  6,  1882,  another  letter  by  Mrs.  Lathrop  shows 
Pocahontas  as  the  post  office.  In  this  letter,  she  says  "We  are  now  living  in  the 

town  Arthur  'planted'.  We  moved  about  a  month  ago .  The  railroad  is  still  about 

18  miles  away. " 

In  Mr.  Lathrop' s  September  1881  letter  he  states  that  he  was  in  charge  of  building 
a  town  of  200  houses,  machine  and  car  shops  for  mine  and  railroad,  300  coking  ovens, 
and  opening  up  the  coal  property  consisting  of  27,000  acres  of  coal  and  timberland 
lying  in  three  counties. 

Mr.  Lathrop  spent  four  years  from  1881  to  1885  building  the  town  of  Pocahontas  and 
getting  the  mines  into  production. 

The  May  1979  issue  of  the  Norfolk  &  Western  Railway  Magazine  carries  a  story  about 
Pocahontas  in  which  it  is  stated  that  the  first  carload  of  coal  was  shipped  on 
March  12,  1883  to  the  Mayor  of  Norfolk,  Virginia  as  a  gift.  The  car  was  number  7124 
with  a  capacity  of  20,000  pounds.  The  coal  came  from  the  No.  1  mine,  which  produced 
continuously  until  October  13,  1955.  During  this  72  year  period,  it  produced  more 
than  44  million  tons  of  coal.

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COMPANY  STORES  IN  THE  OIL  FIELDS??  Scriptor  Arlie  Slabaugh, 

1025,  Crozer  Lane,  Springfield,  PA  19064,  sends  photocopy  of 
a  paper  chit  which  was  issued  by  the  Texas  Company,  producers 
of  Texaco  gasoline.  It  is  pictured  to  left  and  is  printed  in 
black,  red  and  green  and  is  similar  to  those  tickets  found  in 
books  of  scrip  used  at  some  coal  company  stores.  Because  it  uses 
the  old  name,  "The  Texas  Company",  Arlie  thought  that  this  was 
from  1933,  when  the  banks  closed  and  many  towns  and  business  firm- 
issued  all  kinds  of  emergency  scrip,  including  afew  that  used 
this  ticket  type  scrip,  because  they  had  no  other  way  to  meet 
their  payrolls,  make  change,  or  conduct  business.  Arlie  wonders 
whether  there  may  have  been  company  stores  in  the  oil  fields, 
just  like  coal,  except  it  is  liquid  energy,  and  books  of  diff¬ 
erent  denominations  of  these  chits  could  be  drawn  against  pay 
just  as  was  done  by  coal  miners.  Perhaps  some  member  can  enlighti 
us  about  this  and,  if  that  proves  true,  we’ll  have  another  iield 
of  company  store  scrip  to  collect .  Thanks,  Arlie  !!

TRADING  VS.  SELLING 
by  Cindy  Grellman,  NSCA  #384

A  few  months  ago  I  received  a  telephone  call  from  a  new  scriptor  who 

wanted  to  buy  some  scrip.  He  had  been  bitten  by  the  "token  bug"  and  was 

eager  to  get  started  on  a  nice  collection.  Even  though  he  had  been  inter¬ 
ested  in  scrip  for  only  a  few  months,  this  collector  was  frustrated.  Why? 
Because  almost  every  time  this  man  found  something  he  would  like  to  buy, 
it  was  "for  trade  only."  Obviously,  the  new  collector  had  no  tokens  to 
trade. 

The  purpose  of  this  story  is  just  to  provide  a  little  food  for  thought. 
Perhaps  somewhere  between  "for  trade  only"  and  "for  sale  only"  is  a  nice 
compromise.  After  trying  both  of  the  above  techniques,  I’ve  finally  set¬ 
tled  into  a  pattern  that  works  for  me.  I'm  willing  to  sell  anything  in  the 

R6  or  R7  and  below  range.  The  R8’s,  R9's  and  RlO's  I'll  usually  hold  as 
trade  bait.  If  I  hold  the  higher  rarities  for  a  year  or  so  with  no  "nibble," 

I  usually  go  ahead  and  sell  them,  too. 

This  compromise  is  okay  with  me,  and  it  seems  to  satisfy  the  new  col¬ 
lectors  as  well.  The  novice  is  able  to  add  quite  a  few  tokens  to  his  or 
her  collection  at  a  reasonable  price.  However,  extra  work  is  required  to 
get  one  of  the  rarer  pieces.  One  must  dig  through  piles  of  tokens  at  local 
coin  shows,  flea  markets,  etc.  to  find  a  good  trader.  This  extra  work,  as 
well  as  the  thrill  of  buying  a  $10.00  token  for  50<? ,  has  always  given  me 
much  more  satisfaction  than  paying  retail  prices  for  tokens  from  a  fixed- 
price  list .  :  .  > 

So,  next  time  you  have  duplicates  of  some  common  items,  think  twice 
before  saying  "for  trade  only."  If  new  collectors  can't  start  out  by  buying 
several  pieces  at  a  reasonable  price,  they  probably  won't  be  collectors  for 
long.  They'll  lose  interest  quickly.  Of  course,  you  should  still  hold  the 
"goodies"  back  for  trading.  1  found  out  the  hard  way  that  if  you  sell  your 
good  traders,  you'll  almost  never  add  a  really  choice  token  to  your  collection. 
You  have  to  give  a  "goodie"  to  get  a  "goodie."
